Pill lo Halt Gi's Malaria 


KANSAS CITY — The leader of a government-sup- 


ported research team at General Hospital reported Fri- 
day the team has developed a one-pill cure for a type of 
malaria which has felled thousands of U.S. troops in 
Vietnam. Dr. John Arnold said in a copyrighted story 
in The Kansas City Star that the new drug has proved 
effective against the stubborn falcipai'um malaria 
against which other medicines have proved ineffcciive. 
Tested on volunteers at the Jackson County jail here, 
the drug cured 10 of 11 malaria patients with a single 
dose. Dr. Arnold predicted the new pill will enable 
stricken soldiers to return to duty within two or three 
days instead of the present two weeks.

Lee, A Portrait," and co- 
vers the last 10 years of 
l.ee's life, when he led the 
Confederate forces and, af- 
ter the war, served as presi- 
dent of Washington College 
(which became Washington 
and Lee University). 


MRS. SANBORN'S inten- 


tion in bolh books is to re- 
veal the man behind the 
myth and to express Lee's 
human qualities, which oth- 
er biographers have ignored 
or distorted. This is not a 
military 
biography, 
inas- 


much as the author does 
not try to cover the overall 
actions of the 
Army of 


Northern Virginia. 


Lee's thoughts, his feel- 


ings and reactions are pre- 
sented. Lee is presented as 
be is revealed by his own 
words and those of his fam- 
ily, his friends and his as- 
sociates. 
Voluminous re- 


search is evident. 


For the first time in al- 


most a century we have a 
fresh account of Lee's last 
days, death 
and 
funeral. 


Lee's 
daughter, 
Mildred, 


was with her father when 
he died, and her recollec- 
tions, taken from her jour- 
nal, are published by Mrs. 
Sanborn for the first time. 


MRS. SANBORN'S char- 


acter study further, eulo- 
gizes the unique personali- 
ty whose devotion to duty 
was total. As a West Point- 
er, 
Lee was 
completely 


dedicated lo bis studies and 
deportment, at the same 
time being greatly admired 
by officers and students 
alike. He received no de- 
merits and stood second in 
his graduating class. 


Lee was the favorite of 


Gen. Winfield Scott in the 
M e x i c a n War, planned 


i most 
of 
Scott's 
actions. 


When s e c e s s i o n came, 
Scott 
was 
chief 
of 
the 


Army and he said "Lee is 
worth 50,000 men." Lincoln 
offered 
Lee command of 


the United States Army, an 
offer declined because Lee 
said be could be no part of 
an army that was about to 
invade his Virginia home. 


His military prowess is 


nigh legendary. He is close 
to being the foremost tacti- 
cian. He was 
universally 


admired, feared and res- 


pected by opposing gener- 
als. To his own men he was 
a god. 


Such was the man Mrs. 


Sanborn 
writes of. One 


would think there would be 
an end to material on Lee 


. . . that some day au- 
thors would have to give up 
on him. Mrs. Sanborn's 
splendid 
work 
disproves 


this.

police and city hall traffic experts on how 
to act in this morning's expected onslaught 
of Queen Mary viewing traffic is: Slay 
loose.

Students Fly Up in Air

It's one trip they don't forget. 


Eyes aglazc, they tell you there's nothing like it. 


It's not LSD or STP that Garden Grove's Bolsa 


Grande High School students are talking about. It's a 
new stunt-flying class that finds them tripping 
across the sky strapped to the top of an airplane. 


Although not part of the school's aviation pro- 


gram, the stunt flying is a spinoff. 


"It just happened," says Tom Rose, head of the 


school's program, with a shrug of his shoulders. 


Rose who began the aviation course—first in any 


Orange County high school—this September is a 
professional stunt flyer in his free time with the 
Barnstormer Air Shows of California. He vrorks with 
John Kazian, former circus trapeze artist and stunt 
flyer. 


"A couple of the kids saw us working on our 


stunts," says the big, goateed, instructor, "liked what 
they saw, and just wanted to try it." 


"It's completely apart from the school," he adds, 


"remember that." 


Since students broke into the act, Meadowlark 


Airport in Huntington Beach has been transformed 
into a teen-age gathering point weekends and after 
school for young flying enthusiasts.

Cancer Study 
Shift Away 
•/ 


Development

Government researchers are changing their emphasis 


in the effort to develop better anticancer drugs. 


This was disclosed to Long Beach doctors Friday by 


the newly appointed associate director of the National 
Cancer Institute, Dr. Jesse L. Stcinfeld. 


Dr. Stcinfeld, who assumes his new duties in Bethes- 


da, Md., Jan. 2, is currently professor of medicine at USC. 


In a lecture in St. Mary's Hospital, Dr. Sleinfeld said 


research emphasis in the next few years will be directed 
toward study of existing anticancer drugs. 


The thought now, he said, is that this approach may 


he more fruitful than stressing the search for new drugs. 


The National Cancer Institute is one of the research 


arms of the U.S. Public Health Service. 


"We want t«> find out why the current drugs work," 


Dr. Sleinfeld said. "Also we want to find out the best tim- 
ing for use of the drugs." 


Scheduling of the drugs may turn out to be of great 


significance, he said. In this way, lie said, physicians can 
take advantage of the difference in generation time to can- 
cer cells and normal cells. 


In the past, emphasis lias been on screening programs 


to find new anticancer drugs. 


The payoff from such a program has been small to 


date. 


Twenty thousand chemicals are tested each year, Dr. 


Steinfeld said. But, only 100 of these show anticancer ac- 
tivity. And of these, 90 will "flunk out." That leaves 10 
drugs which will get a trial in human patients. Ultimately 
only one or two of the original 20,000 compounds will be 
found worthy of use in the treatment of cancer. 


About 30 drugs are currently in use for cancer treat- 


ment, he said. Except for a rare malignancy, human cancer 
cannot yet be cured by drugs. The drugs may lengthen sur- 
vival time, or curb pain, but ordinarily they do not cure. 


Surgery and irradiation still remain the standard 


treatments for cancer, with the exception of leukemia, Dr. 
Stcinfeld said. 


Drugs, however, have performed wonders in lengthen- 


ing the lives of victims of acute leukemia of childhood, he 
said. 


"Twenty years ago survival time was three months," 


he said. "Today the median survival time is 4<l months." 


"Thus drugs have turned acute leukemia into a chron- 


ic disease," he stated. 


Drug combinations have proved especially effective in 


bringing about temporary remissions (disappearance) of 
leukemia symptoms, he said. 


The hope is researchers will be able to develop drugs 


that will permanently thwart many types of human can-- 
cer.

It used to be that if you 


knew a man's church affili-

a growing tendency on the

others. 


This cafeteria approach 


to creeds is encountered 
not only in liberal Protes- 
tant bodies, but also among 
fundamentalist Protestants 
and even 
in the Roman 


Catholic Church. 


Catholic 
teaching cate- 


gorically rejects 
the idea 


(hat individuals have the 
"right of private judgment" 
in deciding what they find 
credible. To wilfully reject 
any established doctrine Is, 
in 
Ihe 
official 
Catholic 


view, to repudiate the di- 
vine a u t h o r i t y of the 
church itself. 


Even so, the perceptive 


Catholic writer John Leo, a 
former editor of Common- 
weal now on the staif of 
the New York Times, re- 
ports that "many Roman 
Catholics, particularly in- 
tellectuals, no longer be- 
lieve in the virgin birth" — 
a doctrine especially cher- 
ished by official Catholi- 


cism. 


This reporter con cor-
